And according. to theſe fundamen- 
tall lawcs already alledged, we daily fee: 
that in the Parliament (which: is no-

2duiſe. For albeitthe King make daily 
I  Rarytes 
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of free Monarchies. 
ſtatutes & ordinances, inioyning ſuch 
paines theretoas he thinks mcet, with.

yet it lyes in the power of no Parlia-- 
ment,to make any kinde of laweor fta- 
tute , without his Scepter bee to it, 
for giuingittheforceofalaw.
